Washington’s Burial

A HISTORY-MINDED Druid Hills resident will have an 


unusual way of celebrating Washington's Birthday Friday. 


Miss Hazel McDonald, collector of historical oddities and 
federate money, can read a 
contemporary account of the 
funeral services of the father of 
our country from a yellowed 
newspaper dated Feb. 2, 1800. 
And she won't have to stir from 
her own den; the framed front 
page hangs on her wall at 1047 
Briarcliff Rd., NE. 

The Atlanta teacher acquired 
her old copy of the Ulster 
County Gazette by accident. It 
had been used to wrap some 

a Washington which Miss McDonald recently acquired... 

She felt that peculiar tingle of elation which all collectors 
know when she glanced at the fragile, crumpled newsprint and saw 
a black-bordered headline: ‘‘WASHINGTON ENTOMBED... .” 

. * . 


A DISPATCH date lined Georgetown, Dec. 20, 1799, begins 
with solemnity: “On Wednesday last the mortal 
part of Washington the great, the Father of his country and 
friend of man, was consigned to the tomb, with solemn honors 
and funeral pomp.” 

The report describes ‘‘a multitude of persons assembied, from 
many miles around, at Mount Vernon, the choice abode and last 
residence of the illustrious chief.’’ Mourners passed by the 

corpse “‘in the long and lofty portico, where oft the Hero 
walked in all his glory.”” They read the Latin inscriptions ‘surge 
ad judicium’’ and “‘gloria deo’’ on the coffin’s silver plate. 

Between 8 and 4 p.m., the dispatch states, the sound of 
artillery from a vessel on the Potomac River ‘‘awoke afresh our 
solemn serrow.”? The funeral procession formed in this meticu- 
lous order—cavalry, infantry, guard (with arms reversed), 
musicians, clergy, Gen. Washington’s horse ‘‘with his saddle, 
holsters and pistols, pallbearers with their burden, chief mourn- 
ers, ‘‘Masonic brethren, citizens.’’ 

The fallen President was placed in the family vault on 
the banks of the Potomac. Artillery lining both sides of the 
river gave a final gunfire salute. 

o * * 

_ ENTIRE EDITION of the Ulster County Gazette was devoted 
to the event which had just upset a mourning nation. There is 
a “‘Poem on the Death of George Washington by a Young 
Lady” beginning “‘What means this solemn dirge that strikes 
my ear?”’ 

Equally hifaluting and poetic language is found in messages 
from the new Rresident, John Adams, and from the U.S. Senate. 
The House of Representatives, ‘‘penetrated with a sense of irrepa- 
rable loss,” passed a resolution by Mr. Goode of Virginia that 
the speaker’s chair be shrouded in black and that a committee be 
named ‘‘to consider on a suitable manner of paying honor to the 
memory of one first in war, first in peace and first in the hearts 
of his country.”’ 

And the unknown newspaperman who wrote the eyewitness 
account of Washington’s funeral ended it with a pun and a 
prophecy: “The sun was now setting. Alas, the son of our 
Glory. was set forever. 
can President and general—will triumph over Death! The un 
clouded brightness of his Glory will illuminate the future ages!"
